ROTHESAY (Firth of Clyde), July 11.

The fifth racing contest between the
l. American sloop Vigilant and the British

cutter Britannia opened y with
brighter prospects of victory for the
former.

The wln3 was very light, but Vigilant
got .he better of It at the start, and It

t was toon fen that the alterations which

had been madd In her trim since the con-

clusion of yesterday's race had Increased
her speed materially, and the hopes of

her supporters were proportionately
raised.

This wa the first of the two days'
racing of the regatta of the Royal North-
ern Yacht Club The prize competed for
by the big yachts Vigilant and Britan-
nia, was f60, offered by the Club.

The course was a peculiar one. The
start was made from an Imaginary line

, drawn betwesn the flagship, off Rothe
say, and markboat No. 1; the yachts
then made for markboat No. 2. under

I Mount Stewart; from there to markboat
No. 3, off Largs; thence to markboat No.
4, off Skelmorlle, and after rounding
that mark, back to markboat No 1.

This course had to be sailed over twice,
and then there was an extra leg. or
"distance," as It Is termed here, from
markboat No. 1 to markboat No. 3, off
Large, and back.

Vigilant First Away.
The tital length of the double square

and the extra leg of the Rothesay course
Is fifty miles.

The sturt, as usual, was made at 10.30

A. M.
In the Channel a tender southerly

breeze Bprung up as the boats came
upon the line with Jackyard-topsatl- s and

set. Britannia sailed out
of the bay on the stwrboaM tack. In

a fair little wind, while Vigilant was
wearing round nearly on the line with
hardly a breath of air to help her along.

When the gun was fired from the flag-

ship they weio both reaching through
the line on the starboard tack, with
Vigilant slightly ahead and Britannia's
bowsprit across her weather quarter.

Britannia threatened to work through
on Vlgllant's weather, but the American
yacht clipped prettily away and Britan-
nia stayed outside the markboat for a
board to Bogany on the port tack.

Vigilant did not follow her Imme-
diately, but ran on a couple of hundred
yards, when she put about for a board
on Britannia's weather. The latter then
had another hitch Immediately, back to
starboard, in order to clear Bogany Tolnt,
which was very slow work.

On Britannia coming up. Vigilant
stayed In front, a couple of lengths
ahead of the cutter, and was Increasing
her lead.

It was evident from the start that
Vigilant was In much better trim than
yesterday, owing to a shitting of her
ballast

Britannia went round again. Vigilant
standing slightly on the outside.

Half a Minnie Lead.
There were great crowds of people fol-

lowing the race from the shores, and
much Interest and enthusiasm were
manifested when the two yachts met
clear off the Points. Vigilant then was
much further ahead and was sailing
tlnely.

Britannia held on further out Into the
channel on the starboard tack, while
Vigilant went along by herself on the
port tack.

gave promise of freshening, much to the
delight of everybody Interested In the

The wind by that time had veered
around westerly, and as the yachts were
getting a little more breeze, they were
sailing prettily and quickly.

Vigilant downed her on a
turn to windward, Britannia retaining
hers, und they stood out from Wemyss
Bay on the port tack.

Approaching towards lighthouse, near-ln- g

markboat No. 1, the American yacht
tried a couple of shorter tacks to clear
the Point, while Britannia held on until
she had the lighthouse under her lee.
The British cutler then had Vigilant
broad on her weathe- -, and in a couple
more boards they were able to come
away and fetch for the mark.

At the end of the second round Vigilant
was half a mile astern, and had but lit-

tle chance of winning.
At the Largs mark-boa- t, half-wa- y over

the extra leg, or "distance," Britannia
was 20m. ahead of Vigilant.

The wind fell away to almost nothing,
and the yachts were becalmed. After
a while there were a few puffs of wind
and the boats drifted. At one time
Britannia was three miles ahead of
Vigilant

It was not a race, It was simply a
drifting match.

Consequently, Britannia, with her
time allowance of three minutes, won
the race by thirty-fou- r minutes and
nineteen seconds.
